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Some of the usual activities of classes, Homecoming events, 
and people getting together were part of the 1995-96 beginning. 
But some unusual happenings also started; PCHS began the 
Block 8 schedule, meaning students no longer had seven classes 
of 50 minutes each day, but had four classes of 82 minutes each, 
so each class met every other day. Some classroom and teacher 
changes were made to accommodate the difference in students’
